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A MILLIONAIRES TROUBLES. 


Lucky Baldwin Shot by a Woman 
Who Claims to be His Cousin--- 
A Somewhat Strange Affair, 
San Francisco, Jan. 4. 
Lucky Baldwin was shot at in the 
corridor of the Baldwin Hotel this 
morning by a woman named Fanny 
Baldwio, the ball going through his 
arm. Miss Baldwin claims to be a 
cousin of the millionaire and has been 
teaching school on his ranch in Los 
Angeles county. . 
San Francisco, Jan. 4—3'P. M. 
“Baldwin's statement of the affair is 
that the woman who did the shooting 
is named Fannie Baldwin, and claims 
to be Baldwin’s cousin. About four 
years ago he secured her services as 
teacher in a school in Los Angeles, 
where his ranch is situated, and 
she remained there about six months 
when Baldwin had her removed be- 
cause of improper behavior, From 
then until recently not very much in- 
formation as to the woman is obtaiua- 
ble. Some weeks ago she saw 
Baldwin several times avd made 
several demands for money. About 
two weeks ago she came to stay at the 
Baldwin Hotel, registering uoder an 
dssumed name, but after a week was 
ejected for the non-payment of her 
board bill, her effects being :etained. 
She again saw Baldwin Tuesday and 
stating that she desired to se- 
care « life insurance policy for the 
benefit of her relatives and would then 
commit suicide. This morning she 
came to Baldwin’s room where she re- 
mained sometime. About _half- 
past nine both Baldwin and his 
visitor came out of the room and pro- 
ceeded down the stairway to the fi 
floor, Baldwin being slightly in ad- 
vance nhen a sound of the click of a 
trigger caused him to turn and sce 
the woman aim at him and fire, aod 
felt himself shot. The revolver miss¢d 
fire the second time. The woman was 
arrested and taken to the city prison. 
The ball went through the fleshy part 
of the left arm. The woman says she 
is Kaidwin’s cousin and that Baldwin 
committed rape on her while she was 
teaching in Los Angeles county. She 
went to him this morhing to claim the 
fulfillment of certain promises he had 
nade, She did not try to kill him, 
which she could have done had she 
wished, as she was a good shet. She 
ought to have killed him. He did 
make a charge of misconduct 
against her during the time she was 
teaching, but it was & conspiracy to 
foregtall anything she might say 
against him. The woman is a tall 
slight bruoette, plainly dressea, and 
seems under a state of mental excite- 
ment bordering on dementia, When 
the policeman attempted to arrest her 
she threatened him, saying she was 
desperate, and was finally’ seized by 
main force and mastered. The affair 
causes great excitement among guesis 
of the hotel, 


The County Treasurer of White 
Pine Undoubtedly Murderod— 
His Affairs All Straight, 

Eureka, Jan. 3. 


The details of the killing of George 
P. McConkey at Hamilton, on New 
Year’s night, are still meager. At 
first it seemed as though be had com- 
mitted suicide, but the very circum- 
stances which led to that opinion now 
go to confirm the belief, entertained 
by many, that he was murdered. No 
motive can be conceived why he should 
take hfs own life. He was happy in 
his family relations and every other 


way. The supposition is now strong 
that the killing was a cunningly 
planned murder, with circumstances 
manufactured for the occasion, to make 
it seem like a suicide. The theory of 
murder is further borne out by the 
following dispatch, just received at 
the Eureka Sentinel office from a relia- 
ie correspondent at Hamilton: “Mc 
Conkey’s body will be taken to Sacra- 
mento for burial. No doubt exists of 
his having been murdered while post- 
ing his County Treasury books, which 
seem to be all straight. They show a 
balance io favor of the county of $24,. 
000. In the safe was found $16,000 
and his papers show @ personal credit 
with Wells, Fargo & Co. of San Fran- 
cisco of $5,000. The balance of the 
money, $8,000, must have been taken 
by the murderer. His other affairs 
are all in good business shape.. Every- 
thing shows that he was killed by 
other hands than his own.

OUR CONSTITUTION 


The Changes Made Necessary 
by Changed Conditions.

DEBATES AT LAST NICHT’S MEETING 


A General Demand for Constitutional 
Amendments in Preference to a 
Oonstitutional Convention.

The call tor a meeting to consider 
what changes are advisable in the 
Constitution of Nevada drew out some 
of the most public spirited citizens 
last evening and quite a political love 
feast was the reault. The chair was 
occupied by ex-Senator H. H. Beck. 
Senator Schooling was the only legis- 
lator present. He said he would be 
glad to hear any fei sible proposition 
to effect a reform either by reducing 
the number of officers, by reducing 
salaries or expenses. B. F. Leete took 
the floor and made a great many valu- 
able suggestions. He said the work 
of carrying on the government should 
not be pursued as a source of wealth. 
It should be carried on like other 
business where a man or a company 
hired laborers and took the risk of 
gain or joss. Such men do not allow 
the laborers to absorb the emoin- 


ments. They atudy each man's work 
and pay him fairly what it is worth. 


THE STATE TAX 


Of Nevada is about $950,000 and mu- 
nicipal taxes make up over $150,000 
and sometimes twice that sum. So 
we pay eleven hundred thousand dol- 
lars, at least, to be governed with a 
property of twenty-seven million dol- 
lars. Oregon organized her govern- 
ment with a Governor, Secretary of 
State, and a Treasurer. Nevada has s 
Governor and private Secretary, Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, Secretary of State, 
Controiler, Treasurer,Surveyor-General, 
Attorney-General, Superintendent of 
(nstruction, State Printer, a Supreme 
Court and Clerk, costing in all $62, 

600. Oregon pays her Governor 
$1,500 $400 as Superintendent 6/ 
{nsane, and $200 for Prison Superin- 
tendent. The Secretary of State is 
also Controller. He gets $1,500 and 
$400 for Clerk hire. In 1873 the 
Legislature allowed him $1,000 for 
extraclerks. The Treasurer gets $800 
a year,and Mr. Leete thinks that is 
big pay for the work done. There 1s 
not a county Treasurer in the State 
who does fifty hours of work a year 
and not much more io the State 
Treasurer’s office. A State or County 
Treasurer could make a pay day once 
a month and let everyone come tiere 
then. He could keep his own book: 
and do iteasily. ile does it io Oreguu 
The Gevernor, Secretary of State and 
Treasurer are a board for selling State 
lands and investing the proceéds. 


THE JUDICIARY 


Consists of three circuits which may 
be increase’ to five, with a Judge to 
each who holds court in each county in 
his district. There are County Judges 
and Court Commissioners in each 
county who sit with the Judges and 
do the work done by our County Com- 
missioners. The County Sheriffs and 
Clerks act for the court where it 
meets. Once a year the Judges meet 
io banc and act as a Supreme Court. 
This service costs $6,000 a year, mak- 
ing a total for salaries of $11,400 a 
year. Oregon has a population of 
120,000 and a great deal more weath 
than Nevada. But while we pay over 
a million in taxes, less than a quarter 
of it is used for State~purposes. The 
rest of it goes to support county gov- 
ernments, so that the real reduction 
must be made in them. Oregon pays 
ope Cuunty Treasurer fifty dollars a 
year and others one, five, six, eight 
and in one iostance $1,500 a year, 
making an average of between $400 
and $500 a year. Mr. Leete said he 
would advise a committee to be ap- 
pointed to investigate every office and 
report whether the salary was too 
high, and if so, how much. He said 
be thought it would take no more 
time to make amendments than it 
would to make a new Constitution, 
and the cost would not be a quarter as 
much directly and besides that our 
old Constitution had ran 18 years and 
been interpreted by the Courts which 
would cost a million to do over, and 
then it might not be as good as the 
old one. He said

THE DEMAND FOR A NEW CONSTITUTION

to the people to be voted on. He 
thinks there are too many laws passed. 
He said the naturalization laws 
ought to be amended and citizens 
be compelied to live in the State a 
year and in the county six months 
before voting. This would prevent 
colonization. The Oregon and Ohio 
legislators get three dollars a day, 
Maine and Minnesota two; Nevada 
pays eight. Julian said in order to 
accomplish anything work must be 
concentrated. He moved that a com- 
mittee be appointed to see what 
amendments were necessary. What 
is done must be done by parties out- 
side the Legislature, and bills gotten 
ready to go through. T. V. Julian, B. 
F. Leete and J. F. Alexander were 
made a committee to report oext 
Monday at 7o’cluck. Mr. Beck called 
B. F. Leete to the Chair and offered 
the tollowing: 

“ Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that we are opposed to the 
calling of a convention for revising the 
Constitutivun of the State.” 

The vote will be taken on Monday 
night.

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TRUCKEE ITEMS. 


Scraps of Interest from Our Neigh- 
bor in the Hill«.}

dry snow in Truckee, and the sleigh- 
ing to the lakes and Sierra Valley was 
never better. 

The Truckee Lumber Company's 
factory is running on three-quarter 
time. They have plenty of orders, 
but the shortness of the days renders 
it almost impdssible to run full time 
to advantage. 

The meats hanging in our markets 
are now frozen 20 solid that it requires 
in axe and crowbar to slice off a smal! 
steak. If this weather holds out much 
lounger they will be compelled to re- 
ort to giant powder. 

We believe that Dennis Kearney 

himself would have pitied the poor 
shivering wretches as they were driven 
half clothed from their homes by the 
tire this morning, with three inches of 
snow on the ground, aod the thermom- 
eter five degrees below zero. Several 
of them bad their ears, fingers and 
toes badly frozen. 
The extreme cold weather of the 
past few days has proven a veritable 
onanza for the ice men who had pot 
the good fortune to secure their crops 
earlier in the season. It cleared up 
cold Saturday evening last, and that 
night was the coldest we have experi- 
enced this season. At half-past 5 
o'clock Sunday morning the mercury 
went down to 16 degrees below zero, 
and at 8 o'clock it was still 12 below. 
At Camp 2U it is said to have marked 
18 degrees below, and at Boca it was 
just as cold, while Prosser Creek is 
acknowledged to be the coldest place 
this side of the North Pole.

The ice Harvest. 
Last Sunday George Marsh hired 30 
men at Truckee to harvest the People’s 
Ice Co.'s crop at Camp 20. On Moaday 
morning the work of cutting and stor- 
ing ice was commenced. At that time 
they had between 10 and 12 inches of 
fine clear ice, and it has been increasing 
at a rate of from one to two and a half 
inches every night. They expect to 
bave 1,000 tons put up by the middle 
of next week.

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THE BEEF BUSINESS. 


How Montana Cattle Men Get Mod- 
erately Rich. 


Probabiy more men have made for- 
tunes in Montana atthe cattle busi- 
ness from a small beginning than in 
any other Territory or State, Take, 
for instance, the following item from a 
Cincinpati paper. It refers to a ranch- 
man who had been years in Montana. 
He worked as a cowboy until he 


had saved something from his earn- 
ings and began the purchase of stoek. 
Two or three years later he took in a 
partner with $4,000, and invested this 
‘um instock. They now have about 
12,000 head of sheep and 4,000 head 
of cattle, and occupy a 15,000 acre 
ranch, io the Gailatin Valley. Herd- 
ers are paid $40 per month. Cattle 
are marketed at two years old, and 
estimated to cost $4 a head for herd 
ing, or $2 a year.
